Kemp, who was a small engines me- 
chanics instructor at Glades Central High 
School until June, enrolled as a student at 
Toccoa Bible School in July, according to 
Rev. O'Farrell, when he ‘‘felt the call to 
do something with his life for God.” 

The family was awakened early Sunday 
morning by Mrs. Ruby Kemp of 137 
Banyan Ave. in Pahokee, who was visiting 
her son's family, when'she heard what 
she thought was a tornado and the family 
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ran from their mobile home just before 
they were caught by the waters released 
from Kelley Barnes Lake. 

The family members held hands as they 
ran until they were pounded apart by the ` 
waters cascading over Toccoa Falls, with 
Ruby going one way, Thurman and ten- 
year-old Morgan being carried off another 
way and his wife, Dixie, and Chris being 
swept off in a third direction. 

Dixie and Chris were quickly separated : 
when they were struck by a board, which 
is believed to have killed Chris instantly. 
Dixie was among the first of the survivors

to be found by rescue workers, swept up 
in front of the college hospital. She was 
hospitalized for shock and an injury to her 
right ankle. 

Thurman and Morgan wandered the 
night-shrouded mountainside until they 
were found at daybreak. Morgan had suf- 
fered a cut on his leg which required 32 
stitches to close and Thurman's bare feet 
had received a number of minor cuts. 

Ruby Kemp was found some hours after 
the flood first hit and was hospitalized for 
pneumonia, Rev. O'Farrell said. 

The local pastor was the first person in 
Belle Glade to learn of the disaster, being 
awakened at 2:10 a.m. by a call from a 
college official who told him Dixie was in 
the hospital and the other family members 
still hadn't been found. 

“I called the family here,’’ Rev. O'Far- 
rell said, beginning a long day for him, 
which was to have been highlighted by his 
church’s homecoming, an activity which 
quickly faded into the shadow cast by the 
death of young Chris. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tyson’s first action was to 
notify Nick and Ruthana Vass, former res- 
idents of Belle Glade, in Greenville, S.C. 
The Vasses drove to Toccoa and, shortly 
after Thurman had called Rev. O'Farrell 
to tell him he and Morgan were all right, 
identified the body of young Chris. 

Rev. O'Farrell said the 7:30 a.m. call 
from Thurman brought home the extent of 
the disaster to the family. ‘‘Thurman said 
he was wiped out. The trailer was demol- 
ished and they didn't have any insurance. 
They lost everything.’’ 

He said he and the Rev. Carl Storey, 
pastor of First Baptist Church of Pahokee, 
where Ruby Kemp is a member, agreed in

Altman mention the possibility of criminal action Tuesday, 
saying it could be more impressive for the landowners if the 
city wins in court. 

Commissioner William Grear said he would like to see the 
city take at least two or three owners to court in the hopes it 
would bring action by other property owners. 

Baker suggested the city take the cases one at a time, 
beginning with property which presents definite hazard and is 
owned by someone living inside the city limits. He noted, 
however, the most the city could expect to be done to the 
owners would be fine imposed by the court. 

“There’s no such thing as jail time for violations of 
municipal ordinances, '' he said. ‘‘But most people do respect 
the courts enough to pay whatever fine is assessed by the 
judge.” 

Altman pointed out too, that taking criminal action doesn’t 
preclude the city from taking civil action simultaneously and 
that might be the course followed. 

The commissioners also had a long discussion on the 
possibility of writing a leash law with the goal of ridding the 
city of a growing number of stray, dogs. 

Altman, who asked the matter be placed on the agenda, 
said the term ''leash law’’ would better be called an animal 
control law, pointing out two major problem area, packs of 
wild dogs, which have reportedly killed several cows in the 
area recently, and stray domestic dogs which aren't being 
controlled. 

Grear said the problem in the Southwest section of the city 
is particularly acute, with a growing number of strays- 
“They'll run out in front of you on the streets and you'll have 
to wait on them,”’ he said. 

Commissioner Claude Tindall, on the other hand, said he 
has noticed an improvement over the past couple of years 
since the Palm Beach County, Department of Animal 
Regulation has taken over enforcement of the city's laws. 

Offering an alternative of writing a new law, Director of 
Public. Safety Charles Goodlett suggested, and the 
commission agreed, to ask for a concentrated effort on the 
part of the county to enforce the existing ordinance, at least 
so far as strays, vicious dogs, females.in heat and sick dogs 
are concerned. ° : 

Altman said he hadn't expected to generate immediate 
action by having the leash law discussion placed on. the 
agenda, that he is more interested in receiving input, 
especially from the public, on what the answer to the problem 
should be. $ 

Tindall suggested the best way to get public input would be 
to begin a strict enforcement program but Altman said he 
wasn't ready to begin a concentrated effort to enforce. an 
ordinance which hasn't been enforced at all in the past, 
except when. someone receives complaints.

The money saved by the body 
shop through the use of such 
procedures is alleged to have been 
charged to labor or various other 
shop accounts so that the amount 
finally paid for repairs equalled the 
amount authorized by the insur- 
ance company appraisers, even 
though the repairs were not 
completed as authorized. 

Additionally, the Moody Body 
Shop allegedly failed to provide its 
body shop customers with notice 
that they were entitled to reccive a 
written estimate of repai7 charges 
as required by county ordinance. 

In an effort to prevent recur- 
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rences of the alleged violations, I 
have asked the Attorney General 
to utilize the administrative rule- 
making process to include in the 
Florida Deceptive and Unfair 
Trade Practices Act, provisions 
specifically prohibiting acts such as 
those allegedly engaged in by 
Moody Pontiac. 

Further, the Department of 
Insurance is developing proce- 
dures. so that individuals and 
insurance companies can be rea- 
sonably assured that parts and 
labor paid for have actually been 
provided. These steps should help 
us curtail fraud activities by 
automobile repair shops.
